I appreciate the Eist records report (»n your 1l/7 and the copy of tlie search 
slip witli it. I hojpe you can approcoate ray perplexity over the absence of the indi- 
cation of any of the usual PDI efforts to avoid eiabarras: .mrnt over any involvement 
with €01 obvious fraud or any records relatin^j to his tostiraony before iiSCA of of 
any evaluation of tliat testimony. Tlie FBI I*ve observed in so many of its records 
and the employess I*ve he€u:d, soi^o in your presence, would have been careful, in its 
usual words, to see to it tliat there is no embarrasument ^ the Bureau. But I*m not 
making a deal of this, if you don't want to look other places where I*d lok, 1*11 let 
it go at tliat. 

Something else in today's mail remindsyne of on old matter about v/hich I've 
had no response from the FBI and no action on my appeal. This relates to my old 
request for the records on and about ray. I'm not certain but I believe that when 
John Hartingh was still in your section I took tf\is up witli liim and I know I did 
v/ith Uuin Bhea before he was eased up on hit> way out» 

Tliis has two parts and ixirhaps t^e first may surprise you: J. Edgar Hoover 
once said ior at least signed) soi^ieth^ng good about me and ray \Jork. Before I went 
into tK<J <^iiy in \/orld V/arrII I freelanced <md was Washington correspondent for 
*what then was tha tliird largest picture magaione. Click . I did a series of exposes of 
Hazi cartels for CiLick in what was known mi tlio shibboleth period, before the Nazi 
attack on t e USaR, The second of tliat serie:> was on Holim Cc Haas, manufacturers of 
plexiglas. After my story apjxiared ^and I'm not saying cause and effect because I do 
not know) they were vei’ted by tho alien Property Custodian. The magazine, tlien owned 
by his fatlier but run by Walter Annenberg while lijjt father lioe was in jail, sent 
reprints to many important people in the government and a large number, Including 
i4r. Hoover, sent them letters, The article apiieared as best T now reccdl in about 
»June 1941 and excerpts from a selection of letters appeared in the following issue. 


I'm preserving all the nasty stuff the FBI had, ranging from mere misrepresenta- 
tions and exaggerated interpretations to outfight fabrications and perhaps, in a few 
instances, wishful tliinking.All this venom will be in the archive I leave, unaltered, 
what I'd lilce to get is what I've asked for, the Hoover letter in i>€irticular. The 
searches did not include your file on Click , to which, it happens, there is reference 
so I know you h/tvo it, or tlie Hoover correspondence files, particularly those classi- 
fied as "research matters" when they are noT the SAi*. I think it is only fair that 
<^11 of wliat you have, not merely a pre judical selection of it, be in the archive. 


There are other disclosed records that refer to what is withheld €ind I suppose 
the reason i never heard anytldlng further is bvjcause lies were represented as true. 
There is reference to a irLsit to me by someone from the UESU embassy, wliich never 
happened, and to my allegedly having a personal relationship y±th a Soviet national 
in that embassy, also not true. I can visualize how these defamations wdre put on 
paper, and this includes (denied) electronic surveillance, but it just isn't so. 

The underlying records, vdiich ar^ identified in what was disclosed and Eire in my 
appeals, remain witldield oiul to t/io best of my knov/ledge, n<)ver searched for. i^ome 
of those records are of tlie time of ^^ikita Kiiruschev' s visit to the US and involve 
what I was asked to do by both USIA and State - and ray only contact with the embassy 
on that was by plione, one end of which has always been ratlier well covered, and, if 
you want to be a reollf nice guy, I'tl appreciate 'fhoso pictures you got from the other 
side of I6th Bt. v/hen I was there as a correspondenfe and v/riter, the only time/ 1 
was there. I'd lii:o to gave some pictures for the archive of how I. looked then. I 
never had any taken. . f. \ f , Sincerely,
